NDER the leadership 
U of Dr Vivian Fuchs, 

the main party of 
the Commonwealth ‘Trans- 
Antarctic Expedition ix now 
on the high seas in the 
motor vessel Magya Dan, 
headed for Vahsel Bay. 
This marks the beginning 
of the second stage of the 
three-year progrumme for 
crossing the Antarctic con- 
tinent from the Weddell Sea 
to the Ross Sea via the 
South Pole. 

The first stage began in 
November 1965 when the 
Expedition sailed for the
